Tanseys hopeful to re-open 
business after fire

AGAWAM - It could be months 
before Partners Restaurant is back 
in business after a fire left massive 
smoke damage in the Springfield 
Street breakfast eatery last Friday 
night. 

Partners co-owner Sue Tansey 
said Tuesday the state fire mar- 
shal is still investigating the fire, 
which started in the cellar of the 
restaurant and did massive dam- 
age to the interior of the restau- 
rant. 

“We are not even allowed in- 
side the building until the state

Planning board recommends 
zone change for tower

AGAWAM —- The Agawam 
Planning Board will recommend 
491 Mill Street for a zone change 
that will include it in the Wireless 
Communications Overlay District. 

Last Thursday night, a contin- 
ued public hearing resumed and 
Verizon Wireless was able to make 
a full presentation to the Planning 


Board about why a wireless com- 
munication tower is needed in the 
rear of 491 Mill Street property. 

Verizon Wireless Engineer Jay 
Latorre showed a map of the cur- 
rent coverage provided by five area 
cell towers. The maps showed a gap 
in quality cell coverage throughout 
the central part of town. 

“The part of the map that shows 
a lack of quality coverage is the 
area that is not up to our standard 
of quality 4G LTE coverage,” 


said Latorre. “If we are approved 
for this tower, we would be able 
to significantly fill that coverage 
gap.” 

Latorre said more towers are be- 
ing installed in many areas to keep 
up with the increased demand of 
wireless communications use.

investment 
in recreation 


There are a lot of exciting recreational 
opportunities happening right now in Aga- 
wam. 

It’s refreshing to see the town put a great 
investment in positive programs for children 
and adults throughout the community. 

The next phase of the School Street Park 
is underway. Already, that facility has in- 
stalled a beautiful playground, soccer fields, 
and baseball and softball fields. Even with- 
out the second phase of the park happening, 
it has greatly enhanced the east end of town 
and has given the town the opportunity to 
expand participation in programs. 

Last Saturday, the Agawam Dog Owners 
Group held its second-annual Field Day at 
Shea Park. 

In about a month, that location will break 
ground and clear land for a dog park. This 
is a great way for adults and children alike 
to have a fun place to bring their animals to 
play and have fun and interact. Dog owners 
can meet other dog owners. 

Finally, this Monday, the city council will 
be asked to pass a borrowing authorization to 
fund the upgrades to the current high school 
sports facilities.

The sports facility project will benefit all 
of the sports teams currently participating at 
Agawam High, including giving the foot- 
ball, soccer, field hockey, track, and lacrosse 
programs a much-needed boost in facilities. 
The new track will also benefit all residents 
as it will be accessible to the public during 
non-game times. 

According to Agawam’s website, “Aga- 
wam is a beautiful community with a rural 
atmosphere and blends suburban living with 
affordable homes, a low tax rate, highly re- 
spected schools and safe community neigh- 
borhoods. Agawam is a wonderful place to 
live, work and an alluring place to visit.” 

With these recent projects, Agawam is 
also showing they can be known as a very 
recreational community, much like other 
surrounding towns like Southwick is known 
for. 

Agawam, which is a much larger com- 
munity, is also showing through these three 
recent projects, that they support many seg- 
ments of their population from young chil- 
dren to students, to families, to dog own- 
ers. The town is well on its way to having

crew was keeping everyone on_ task. 
“We worked for two days on the picnic ta- 
bles,” said Hotaling. “It was a tough project 
and it was really hot out.” 

The work on the picnic tables was com- 
pleted in June 2013. The kiosk was done a 
few months later. Hotaling designed the ki- 
osk now seen at the North entrance to the 
park, including full blueprints. 

Rumplik completed his Eagle project in 
May. He led the scouts in building three 
new gardens in front of Granger Elementary 
School. Rumplik paid for all of the supplies 
needed for the project. He said a previ- 
ous project inspired him to do the gardens. 
“About 10 years ago, the scouts installed 
three gardens behind the Granger School,” 
said Rumplik.

fire marshal has investigated it and deter- 
mined the cause,” said Tansey. “Our adjuster 
is telling us it will be ‘months.’ I am not hon- 
estly sure how long, though.” 

Tansey said the top priority for the busi- 
ness is the dedicated employees that work 
the breakfast and lunch shifts there. 

“For many of our employees, this is their 
job and their livelihood,” said Tansey. “We 
are doing our best to do something with 
them during this time.” 

Thankfully, Partners also has a successful 
catering division and thanks to a good deal 
from Six Flags New England, the catering 
business is fully operational. 

“We are accessing one of their kitchens 
used to do catering for big events at the 
park,” said Tansey. “We have full access in 
their kitchen and have already catered two 
events since the fire happened. We are using 
our employees in that business as well.” 

Tansey said catering becomes very busy 
in the fall due to the Big E. Partners caters 
several events within the 17-day fair and that 
will not stop. 

“We want people to know that we are 
fully operational and are accepting catering 
requests,” said Tansey. 

Tansey, and her husband Mike, are over- 
whelmed at the outpour of support from the 
entire community. Following the fire, the 
Tanseys have heard from numerous people 
throughout Agawam, both known and un- 
known. 

“We obviously have heard from many 
of our regular customers,’ said Tansey. 
“Whether it is offering to help us clean up 
or just offering support. We have also had 
people we don’t know lending us support. 


So many great people have come out of the 
woodwork and we really appreciate it. That 
is what has brought us to tears.” 

The Tanseys are dedicated to repairing 
and rebuilding their business as soon as they 
are allowed back inside the building. 

According to Agawam Fire Chief Alan 
Sirois, the fire was reported just before 11 
p.m. on Friday, Sept. 5. The Agawam Police 
Department reported seeing smoke coming 
from the building. 

Firefighters were aggressive in battling the 
blaze due to the fact the restaurant is attached 
a strip mall and the department wanted to 
prevent damage to neighboring businesses. 

It took 30 minutes to extinguish the fire. 
Adding to the complications was heavy 
electrical arcing that caused a nearby pole to 
catch fire. It took crews from Western Mas- 
sachusetts Electric Company approximately 
15 minutes to control the issue. WMECO 
crews were out as of Monday repairing the 
damage to the pole. 

The fire department was aided by West 
Springfield, Westfield and Longmeadow. 

“IT would like to thank the firefighters of 
West Springfield, Westfield and Longmead- 
ow who came to the aid of our community,” 
said Sirois. “I would also like to thank my 
own personnel who responded profession- 
ally and aggressively, without hesitation, to 
a very challenging and hazardous fire. I can’t 
be prouder of the job they did. There is no 
doubt in my mind that their actions in stop- 
ping the fire quickly prevented millions of 
dollars in damage from occurring through- 
out the building.” 

The fire is still under investigation as of 
press time. No one was hurt fighting the 
blaze.

“People are using their cell phones, they 
are using wireless tablets that have data con- 
nections, and they are getting rid of their 
landlines,” said Latorre. ‘““We have more tow- 
ers to keep up with that kind of usage.” 

The applicants were asked if there was a 
section of the tower that could be utilized by 
public safety officials if they are experienc- 
ing gaps in coverage. 

“We would work with any public safety 
official to put up antennas that would help 
with coverage gaps in town,” said Verizon 
Wireless’ Attorney Ellen Fryman. “They 
would be able to use our towers rent-free.” 

There were also be sections of the pro- 
posed tower that other communications 
companies can rent and co-locate their an- 
tennas. 

Architect Doug Roberts told the Plan- 
ning Board the tower will be 105 feet high, 
at least 20 to 30 feet shorter than other tow- 
ers in town. They presented photographs 
of what the tower would look like from the 
road. The tower will be several hundred feet 
from the road. It will be accessed through a 
private gravel way off Mill Street. 

“We would not be accessing the tower of- 
ten after the construction,” said Fryman. “It

will take about 10 to 12 weeks to construct 
and then a technician will do maintenance 
about once a month.” 

Latorre said the access road would likely 
be gated and locked to prevent trespassers. 
He said the Planning Board could further 
explore that idea during the site plan review 
and special permit process.

dents an opportunity to have a formal show,” 
she said.

Walters said she wanted to have the exhib-

“T wanted them to experience the joy of 
being a member of an art community,” she 
said. “In classes and private lessons, my 
students only see one piece completed at a 
time; here they have the chance to see their

A graduate of Westfield State University, 
Walters has a Bachelor of Arts degree, with a 
concentration in fine arts. She knew as early 
as age 4 that she was an artist. When she 
opened her Serendipity Art Studio in the In- 
dian Orchard Mills in Springfield nine years 
ago, it was a way for her to begin helping 
others find their own direction by learning to 
create artwork. 

At the time she opened her studio, Wal- 
ters was also a full-time substitute teacher in 
Agawam. 

“That’s how I paid my rent in the first year 
or so,” she said. “Then I began to take on 
private students and group classes.” 


Serendipity meets art 
She named her studio “Serendipity” be- 
cause “‘it just seemed all along that my be- 
ginnings there were loaded with serendipi- 
tous happenings.” Walters said she also likes 
to allow for the role of serendipity in art- 
making - being open to discovery, not just

focused on narrow approaches. 

“The role that serendipity plays in my 
teaching would be, that not only do I teach 
every individual differently, but I hope to 
help open their eyes to the excitement of 
learning, and of openness in our artistic en- 
deavors,” she added. 

Most of her students find her by word of 
mouth or during the annual “open studios” 
event when visitors can meet with the indi- 
vidual artists at the mill. 

“T don’t advertise, because it’s more im- 
portant to me that the student and I have a 
good fit,’ she said. “Different people are 
drawn to different approaches to art.” 

She said her approach is very personal. 

“My students decide what direction they 
want to take, and I help them learn and im- 
prove,” she said. “It should always be about 
them, not what I like or would do.” 


Rejuvenating an artist’s creativity 

One of Walters’s newest students is Aga- 
wam resident Ann Abbey. A student for two 
years, Abbey is not new to the field of art. 
She went to college to become an artist and 
then had a career as a graphic artist before 
switching to a business career in the power 


industry. 

But Abbey missed art and was looking to 
take painting or drawing classes. She decid- 
ed to take classes with Walters after meeting 
her during an open studios event. 

The medium that Walters is teaching Ab- 
bey — color pencil drawing — is Walters’s 
specialty. 

“T’m self-taught in the medium,” she said. 
“When I was beginning to use colored pen- 
cil, there were no classes being taught lo- 
cally, so I picked up books and learned as 
I created.” 

Abbey said drawing is what she does to 
relax from my business work. 

“Tt feeds my creative side,’ said Abbey, 
whose colored pencil drawings of a puffin 
are part of the library exhibit. “It’s also very 
relaxing and very creative to be around other 
artists at the studio.” 

A native of Feeding Hills, Abbey said it 
was “pretty exciting” to have her finished 
artwork framed and hung on the walls of her 
hometown library. 

“My friends and a lot of my co-workers 
are coming to see my drawings,” she said.

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Huestis continues to 
watch game evolve 


New rules change pace of contest

AGAWAM - Agawam field hockey coach 
Christine Huestis has played the sport for 
many years, through high school and col- 
lege. 

Huestis played and loved the sport at a 
time when it could sometimes be frustrating 
to play, and watch. Now as a coach, she has 
watched the game evolve into a faster-paced, 
more exciting game. 

“T have really liked a lot of the rule chang- 
es they have implemented in the past few 
years,” said Huestis. “I really think it has 
helped the game. It has helped to change it 
a lot.” 

When Huestis played, and for some time 
as a coach, field hockey was a game that was 
constantly hampered by the whistle being 
blown by the referee. 

“When I played, if the ball struck some- 
body’s foot,’ said Huestis. “The play would 
be blown dead and everything would start.” 

During the past few years, referees in field 
hockey have been using what is known as 
the “advantage” discretion. That means if 
the ball hits a person’s foot, but a person 
from the opposite team is able to continue 
playing the ball to their advantage, no whis- 


tle is blown and play continues. The practice 
is also used in soccer. 

“The advantage call has really helped the 
game move faster and it allows a player to 
continue without stopping their own mo- 
mentum,” said Huestis. 

Other factors that have been incorporated 
into the game are the use of lift plays, balls in 
the air where no one is around, and the self- 
start rule on free hits. The different elements 
have made the game more exciting because 
they give players several different options 
with what they can do with the ball. Hues- 
tis says it has changed how many coaches 
approach coaching now that they have more 
options to approach the goal. 

“IT am able to get into different skills the 
players can use to score goals,” said Huestis. 
“T had seen this style of play in Europe and 
I am happy it is coming here. It helps give 
players more skills they can use.” 

And the new skills keep on coming with 
addition of the air dribble. Field hockey 
players are now permitted to lift and dribble 
the ball on their sticks in the air. The feat has 
already been accomplished by some of her 
players early in the season. 

“The addition of the air dribble should 
make it a lot more fun for some of these 
players that can do it,” said Huestis.
